FOOTAGE TAKEN IN ROSEMONT SHOWED THE TORNADO (WHICH DID NOT
NECESSARILY HAVE A FULLY CONDENSED CLOUD-TO-GROUND FUNNEL AT ALL
TIMES) TRACK INTO A RESIDENTIAL AREA ON THE SOUTHEAST SIDE OF DES
PLAINES, WHERE IT PRODUCED A CONCENTRATED AREA OF TREE DAMAGE,
CAUSED MINOR ROOFING AND FASCIA DAMAGE TO SOME HOUSES, AND CAUSED
A FEW POWER POLES TO LEAN. THE TORNADO MAY HAVE LOST CONTACT WITH
